The Travelers Paid Buckley 

$21,400 to Put One Bill 
Through---Buckley’s Memory 
Was Frequently at Fault 
While on the Stand. 


New York, March 28.—William H. 
Biickley had a most uncomfortable 
time of it today in the fire insurance 


inquiry. 

State Superintendent of 
Hotchkiss kept up mercilessly his ex- 
amination into the lawyer's services in 
connection with legislation at Albany, 
for which Buckley received many thou- 
sand dollars from the fire insurance 
companies, and once. he denounced the 


witness bitterly. 

Aside from Buckley's testimony, the 
most interesting incident of the day 
was the identification by George F. 
Seward, president of the Fidelity and 
Casualty Company, of Edward A. H. 
Brown, of Middletown, N. Y., as the 
man representing State Senator “Big 
Tim” Sullivan in 1892, who asked for 
$10,000 on behalf of Sullivan to have 
a bill killed. This is alleged to have 
taken place in Sing Sing prison. 
Bro later denied that he ever had 
such \a conversation with Seward or 
had ever seen him before. 

Set $21,400 From Travelers. 

William B. Smith, general counsel 
ef the Travelers’ Insurance Company, 
ef Hartford, testified that his company 
paid $21,400 to Buckley in 1903 to put 
through the liability reserve bill. 

Virtually all the evidence today was 
@ug up by Mr. Hotchkiss from letters 
exchanged between Buckley and the 
late George P. Sheldon, who, as presi- 
dent of the Phenix Fire Insurance 
Company, of Brooklyn, collected from 
various companies the money which 
was sent to Buckley. 

The day was taken up chiefly with 
Buckley’s work for the companies in 
1904. Buckley agreed to do the work 
at Albany that year for $15,000. The 
Buckley-Sheldon letters told of the 
‘course of insurance legislation, and 
the triumph of Buckley, who did not 
even permit “strike bills” to be intro- 
duced. * One letter from Sheldon to 
Buckley, dated August 29, 1904, re- 

*ferreé to the coming election of state 
senators, and said: . 

“I wish you would bear in mind the 
@istricts where a litle aid might be 
rendered tn the matter of election ex- | 
penses, an-l thus save our doing any- 
‘thing after the legislature comes al 
gether.” 

“Our Friends Forget.” 

Buckley, however, did not..anprove 
altogether of this method. He wrote 
back that “as a rule, it isn’t altogether 
desirable, because our friends forget 
that they have been heiped when the 

/erisis comes. It is beter to be prepared 
te meet the crisis when it comes.” 

But the lawver’s memory was at 
fault when asked what he meant by 
“the crisis.’ He denied that he had 
made any campaign contributions to 
senatorial candidates, and retorted hot- 
ly that Mr. Hotchkiss should not inject 
such meaning into the letter. 

Mr. Tiotchkiss jumped to his feet. ‘‘T 
will read the lession of this letter to 
the people of this state,” he shouted, 
“end let them judge what was meant 
by a letter like that.” 

Buckley, furious, exclaimed: “It’s all 
&@ grandstand play, this investigation.” 
Money for Saratoga Man. 

On October 14, 1904, Buckley wrote 

to Sheldon: ° 

“Regarding your suggestion of doing 
gomething to help the gentlemen in the 

ratoga district, it will have to be 
ddne next week.” 

Further letters showed that Sheldon 
had sent a check for $500 to Buckley 
for “our friend from Saratoga,” and 
had attempted to induce two other 
companies to contribute a like amount. 
He failed. and Buckley sent back the 
$500, saying he thought the Saratoga 
man should have at least $1,000. 

At the close of the 1904 session. 
Buckley sent in his bill for $15,000, but 
he had trouble in getting the money. 

Late in the fall Sheldon collected a 
fund to pay Buckley, and sent the 
money to him. 

Brackett Denies Getting Money. 

Albany. N. Y., March 28.—'‘‘I don't be- 
lieve the insurance companies ever, 
eonscientiously, did anything to help 
me or my politics,” said State Senator 
Brackett tonight concerning the Buck- 
ley-Sheldon letters, in which reference 
was made to a campaign contribution 
to “our friend in the Saratoga dis- 
trict” at the insurdnce investigation in 
New York City today. 

“Buokley never gave me a cent, per- 
sonally,” continued Senator Brackett, 
“or for any political contribution. I 
don’t believe he will say he ever did. I 
never knew of one cent contributed by 
any insurance company, in any way, in 
the territory where [ was running. 1! 
don't believe ‘one ever did.’ 

Senator Brackett also declared 
. Buckley had never visited him at Sara- | 
toga to discuss insurance legislation.

JUSTICE DAVID BREWER. 


JUSTICE BREWER 
OFS TOUNKNOWN 


Death Was Result — of 
Stroke of Apoplexy. 


Aged Justice Was Stricken as 
He Was About to Retire, and 
Died Before Physician Could 
Reach the House --- Seventy- 
Three Years Old. 


Washington, March 28.—David Josiah 
Brewer, associate justice of the s8u- 
preme court of the United States, died 
tonight at 10:30 o’clock as-the result of 
a stroke of apoplexy. His death fol- 
lowed within a minute or two, before 
he could be carried to his bed. Mrs. 
Brewer was with him when the end 
came. Justice Brewer was 73 years 
old. 

The end came altogether unexpect- 
edly. Although he had not been feel- 
ing well for the past few days, the 
aged jurist was up and out today, ap- 
parently in the best of health and 
spirits. He was in equally good spir- 
its at dinner, and spent the evening in 


reading. 
Prone on the Floor. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock he retired 
to his room, and within a few minutes 
Mrs. Brewer heard a heavy fall and 
went to investigate the cause. She 
found her husband prone upon the 
floor of the bathroom. He did not 
regain consciousness, and died before 
m physician, hastily summoned, could 
reach the house, 

The two daughters of the aged ju- 
rist, Mrs. James F. Karrich and Mrs. 
Hi. -B. Jetmore, were summoned ati 
once, but reached the residence too 
late, 

Justice Brewer came to the supreme 
court of the Untted States from the 
He was the 
sacond eldest member of the court, Jus- 
tice Harlan only being his senior. He 
Was regarded as the most democratic 
of all the members of the court, most 
affable. approachable and accommo- 
dating. He was the one man on the 
bench who had proof copies of his 
opinions prepared for the newspapers, 
and this he did consistently. 

No Long Opinions Read. 

Another characteristic of the dead 
jurist was that he never took any of 
the time of the court or the public in 
announcing his opinion. He reached 
the conclusion probably many years 
ago that thes audience in the court 
room was so extremely limited that it 
was a pure waste of time to read long 
opinions there. He would give only in 
a few words his conclusions and then 
hand down the proof sheets of his opin- 
ion, always completely arranged. 

Justice Prewer essentially “was a 
western man, and his sympathies were 
always with the west. He dealt largely 
with railroad corporations, and, indeed. 
with corporetions generally, and he 
will be missed immensely, in the opin- 
ion of the court, on the momentous 
questions concerning the Standard Oil 
and Tobacco cases now under consid- 
eration. 

Fond of Outdoor Life. 

In his earlier days Justice Brewer 
camped regularly ih the Rocky moun- 
tains, and was fond of outdoor life. He 
was a member of the old Field family, 
being a nephew of the late Associate 
Justice Stephen J. Field and Cyrus W. 
Field. 

Justice Rrewer’s death raises a seri- 
ous question as to the action of the 
court regarding the Standard Oj] and 
American Tobacco Company suits, and 
it is not improbable that the cases wil] 
have to be retried, since there now 
remains but seven justices to pass upon 
them, Justice Moody not having par- 
ticipated in the trials by reason of con- 
tinued illness. 


Born in Asia Minor. 

David Josiah Brewer was born in 
Smyrna, Asia Minor, June 20, 1837, the 
s0n of Rev. Josiah and Amelia Field 
Brewer. He was a nephew of the late 
Justice Stephen J. Field and was 
graduated from Yale University in 
1856 and the Albany Law School in 


1858. He received the degree of LL.D 
from the University of lowa 
Washburn College, 1888; Yale, 1891; 
University of Wisconsin, 1900: Wes. 
leyan University, 1901: University of 
Vermont, 1904; Bowdoin College, 1905 

Justice Brewer was appointed to the 
supreme court by President Benjamin 
Harrison to succeed Justice Stanley 
gpg taking his seat January 6, 

He was brought by his parents to 
this country from Asia Minor in the 
autumn of 1833. His mother, the 
daughter of Rev. David Dudley Field 
and her brother, Stephen J. Field, ac- 
companted her husband to Turkey as a 
missionary in 1830. é 

Appointed by Arthur. 

He was appointed by President Ar- 
thur judge of the United States cir- 
cult for the eighth circuit in 1884 and 
served five years, and following this 
service President Harrison appointed 
him as associate justice of the supreme 
eourt of the United States. 

Justice Brewer married Louise R. 
Landon, of Burlington, Vt., on October 
3, 1861, ho died April 3, 1898. On 
June 5. 1301, he married Emma M. 
Mott, of Washington, D. C. 

Justice Brewer was appointed by 
President Cleveland in 1896 to the 
Venezuelan boundary commission: in 
1899 he was a member of the British- 
Venezuelan arbitration tribunal. He 
was president of the Universal Con- 
gress of Lawyers and Jurists and of 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition at 
St. Louis tn 1904. 

Justice Brewer was the author of 
‘The Pew to the Pulpit.” “The Twen- 
tieth Century from Another View- 
point,” “American Citizenship’ and 
“The United States a Christian 
tion.”

TAKE CONVICTS 


Fifteen Transfer to Other 
Counties. 


One Hundred and Five Will 
Work Men Given Them on 
Public Roads---Increase of 8 
Counties Over Number Dur- 
ing First Year of the System. 


One hundred and five counties will 
take convicts from the state and work 
them upon the roads during the sec- 
ond year of the new convict system, 
which begins. on: Friday; April 1. 
‘This is an tncrease of eight in the 
number of counties which worked con- 
victs during the first year of the. pres- 
ent system. The eight additional 
counties which will take. convicts 
during the ensuing year are Crawford, 
Crisp, Dodge, Dooly, Miller, Schley, 
Tattnall and Tift. 

While there are 105 counties actua!l- 
ly working convicts upon the roads, 
there are fifteen counties which have 
taken their pro rata share of convicts 
with the intention of transferring them 
to other counties, as they are allowed 
to do under the law. 

These Counties Transfer. 

The counties which have thus dis- 
posed of their convicts, and the coun- 
ties to which the convicts have been 
transferred are as follows: Butts to 
Spalding, Echols to Clinch, Effingham 
to Chatham, Harris to Walton, Forsyth 
to Gwinnett, Hall to Gwinnert, Milton 
to Cherokee, Pickens to Cherokee, Up- 
son to Pike, Taylor to Macon, Paulding 
to Cobb, Haralson to Coweta, Quitman 
to Randolph, Habersham to Stephens. 

The total number of convicts to be 
apportioned for the second’ vear. be- 
ginning at sunrise Friday morning, 
April 1, is 1,991, or approximately the 
same number which was diatributed 
among the counties during the vear 
which is just drawing to a close. 

In spite of adverse criticism and 
pessimistic prophecies, the new svstem 
of working convicts on the ros*s of 
the state instead of under the lease 
system, as formerly, has proven emi- 
nently safisfactory. The counties tak- 
ing convicts under the new plan have 
done excellent work with them, and 
there are several hundred miles of 
new and better roads in the state as a 
direct result. 

“The new system has proven very 
Satisfactory,” said Captain Yancey, 
secretary of the prison commission, 
“and much better result« are expect- 
ed during the coming year than was 
accomplished in the past, because many 
of the counties had never worked con- 
viets before, @nd-it was a new expe- 
rience for them. 


"None of the counties working con- 


vicets last year have dropped out this 
year, and all are clamoring for more. 
There isn’t a county working con- 
victs which has not asked us for more 
than their pro rata share.” 
Apportionment by Counties.

New York, March 28.—Albert Wol- 
ter, the youth held in the Tombs for 
the atrocious murder of Ruth Wheeler. 
a stenographer, said tonight that on 
Wednesday he “would tell everything.’’ 
provided his erstwhile girl companion. 
Kate Miller, or Mueller, now held as a 
material witness, remained loval and 
still! loved him. 

The boy made this declaration in his 
cel’ ufter a day of almost ceaseless 
verbal hammering by detectives who 
were striving to obtain a confession. 
At times he wept and appeared on the 
verge of a breakdown, but at no time 
would he confess having committed 
the crime, or even knowing the victim. 
The motive for the murder thus re- 
mains as much a mystery as ever. 

The Miller girl sent Wolter a letter 
tonight, written in” German, advising 
him to tell the truth. “Tell the truth,’ 
she wrote, “and I will forgive you and 
love you still.”’ 

After reading this, Wolter made the 
rather cryptic remark that he would 
“tell everything” Wednesday. It was 
suggested tlat the girl be brought to 
the prison, but he cried. “No. I am 
ashamed to face Katie now. When |] 
get a letter from her that she forgives 
me I will talk.”

$85,000: STOLEN 
FROM POSTOFFICE 


Yeggmen Make a Big 
Haul at Richmond. 


————- 


Audacity of Feat Without Par- 
allel ~- They Entered Office, 
Which Was Well Lighted, and 
Took $85,000 in Stamps and 
$160 in Cash. 


Richmond, Va., March 28.—~Combining 
the skill of experts with the simplest 
of methods, thieves last night, or early 
this morning, robbed the vault in the 
office of the cashier at the Richmond 
postoffice of stamps estimated to be 
worth about $85,000, and Incidentally 
carted off $160\in cash belonging to 
the payroll! fund. 

Audacity Without Paraliel. 

For audacity, the feat was almost 
without parallel, certainly in this part 
of the country. The robbers coulg@ 
hardly have chosen a more public place 
in which to operate. They were within 
less than 15 feet of one of the main 
thoroughfares of the city, which is at 
all hours of the night brightly lighted, 
while the room in which the robbery 
was accomplished presumably was 
lighted last night. Large windows 
open on the street referred to, and no 
movement could well be made within 
the room without observation by pass- 
ersby. 

To avoid this publicity in part, the 
robbers shifted one of the two book- 
cases obliquely across the frompt of the 
safe. In this way the man operating 
the drill which did the business, could 
work without being clearly seen. It 
appears that the drill used was of the 
screw pattern, and about a third of an 
inch in diameter. It was first applied 
to the outer door of the vault, which 
was pierced with ease apparently, 
and the interior mechanism of the 
barrier was prized away. The same 
operation was then performed upon 
the inner door, and the booty was 
within the grasp of the looters. No 
dynamite was used. One of the amaz- 
ing things about the job is its magni- 
tude, : 

Stampa Were HRemoved. 

Box after box of stamps was re- 
moved from the vault. One man could 
not possibly have carried all away, nor 
could half a dozen men. The proba- 
bilities are that some sort of vehicle 
was wsed to bear off the booty. 

Secret service men from Washington, 
under the direction of District Inspec- 
tor Harrison, have been on the case 
all day, assisted by the police, and it 
is understood that there is a clue to- 
night which may lead to arrest of 
several at an early hour. This involves 
an individual, allegedly a traveling 
man for a New York novelty house, 
who has been traced to one of the 
local hotels.

Statement of Theodore Bilbo 
Before Grand Jury Causes 
indictment of L. C. Dulaney, 
a Planter, Charged With Ten- 
dering the Bribe. 


Jackson, Miss., March 28.—From a 
maze of accusations and denials, charg- 
ing and in refutation of the charge that 
money was offered a member of the 
state senate in exchange for his vote 
for the successful candidate for the 
United States senate from Mississippi, 
the surface developments tonight, after 
one of the most strenuous days Mis- 
sissipp! has experienced, probably in 
years, are: 

Planter Ia Indicted. 

A grand jury indictment charging L 
C. Dulaney, of Issaquena county, a 
prominent planter, with tendering a 
bribe to State Senator Theodore Bilbo. 

The refusal of the grand jury to in- 
dict Mr. Bilbo for accepting a bribe. 

A resolution pending in the upper 
branch of the state assembly demand- 
ing the expulsion of the second party 
to the alleged transaction, held in 
abeyance until] tomorrow morning, 
when a statement will be made by Mr. 
Bilbo. 

All this came in rapid sequence after 
a formal declaration by Senator Bilbo 
that during the recent legislative cat- 
cus he had been approached by Mr. 
Dulaney and tendered $1,000 if he 
would lend his support to Mr. Percy; 
that a part of the amount, $646, was to 
be paid immediately, the balafice after 
the election of Senator Percy; that he 
accepted the tender to be used as evi- 
dence in support of charfes that 
irregular fhethods were being used to 
encompasse the defeat of Mr. Varda- 
man, of whom he was a supporter. and 
that the money he received he handed 
to a local minister with a statement 
of facts. This, Mr. Bilbo declares, he 
told the Hinds county grand jury. 

_. Ne Bye-Witnesses. 

According to Mr. Bilbo, he. planned 
to have the alleged transaction oc- 
cur in a certain room at a leeal hotel; 
that he arranged for a witneSs to be 
secrgted in the room, but that he was 
taken to another room in the Hotel and 
that there were no eye-witnésses. 

That the charge is without founda- 
tion is insisted by those whe favored 
the election of Mr. Percy as against 
the several other candidates, including 
former Governor James K. Vardaman. 
w. A. Percy. of Memphis, a brother of 
Senator Fercy, is in Jackson, and in 
vigorous terms declares the charges 
groundless, as does Mr. Dulaney. 

Up to a late hour tonight Dulaney 
had not been ‘served with the indiet- 
ment.g In the senate, until late in the 
afternoon, the members remained tn 
executive session, threshing out’ the 
cherges and considering a resolution 
presented by Senator Dean looking to 
the expulsion of Mr. Bilbo. At the re- 
quest of the latter, however, action was 
deferred until tomorrow to permit of 
his conferring with friends.

Lorain, Ohio, March 28.—Misg Ruby 
Pichards, aged 40, of this city, ana 
Miss Dorothy Richards, of Chicago, her 
sister, and five years her junior, were 
shot to death shortly before 7? o'clock 
this evening by David Vesper, aged 
35, a sporting man and gambler, known 
in Cleveland and Chicago. Vesper then 
shot himself, dying almost instantly. 

Neighbors who battered in the door 
after hearing the shots found the 
bodies of al] three on the floor of a 
room in the Richardson home. The 
body of Ruby Richards, fully dressed, 
was lvine face down. with the lifeless 
form of her sister right across her. 
Derothy Richards was clad in her night 
dress. 

Vesper was in a far corner of the 
rocm, a revolver beside him and his 
face blackened by the powder marks 
from the weapon. 

No marks of a struggle were visible 
in the apartment. 

Vesper had been known as the friend 
of Ruby Richards for some years. She 
recently lost her chief source of in- 
come, and since that time his friends 
gay that Vesper drank heavily.

FORM NEW PARTY 


Report From St. Louis 


Denied by Barrett. 


Fundamental Law of the Union 
Is to Keep Out of Politics, 
and the Great Farmers’ Or- 
ganization Will Have Nothing 
to Do With It. 


Newspaper reports from Washington 
and St. Louis, intimating with appar- 
ent authenticity, that at the Farmers’ 
Union conference in the latter city, 
May 2 to May §8, that organization 
would join the American Federation of 
Labor in the formation of a new na- 
tional political party, were yesterday 
finally repudiated by President Bar- 
rett, of the Farmers’ Union, with all 
the emphasis at his command. 

“The fundamental law of the Farm- 
ers’ Union,” declares President Bar- 
rett, “explicitly prohibits that order 


indulging, even remotely, in partisan 
politics. Certainly the constitution will 
not be abrogated or suspended, so far 
as St. Louis {s concerned. It is dis- 
courteous, indiscreet and unauthorized 
for anyone to intimate to the contra- 
ry. Whatever is done at St. Louis 
toward forming a new party, the 
Farmers’ Union will have no part, par- 
cel or direct or indirect connection 
with it. “Neither will we invite anyone 
who expects to expound partisan po- 
litical views.” |

They approached a soldier of the en- 
gineer corps, and the latter was caugiit 
taking photographs. He revealed the 
the Japanese, and agreed to 
assist in their capture. He said that 
the Japanese had offered a large sum of 
money for photographs and pians of 
the fortifications. 

The soldier arranged a trap for Sun- 
day night, which had been appointed 
for the final delivery of the plans and 
photographs. and the payment of the 
bribe by the Japanese. They came at 
the appointed hour, and epent consid- 
erable time examining 
discussing other matters with the sol- 
dier. Then the officers who were on 
watch entered and arrested them, but 
the bribe money was not found. 

The Japanese consul here has taken 
no action in the matter, but the Jap- 
anese residents insist that their coun- 
trymen were serving some European 
power. 

No federal or tocal statute covers 
the offense, and it is probable that the 
Japanese will be released and ordered 
to leave the country. The soldier has 
been confined, and it is the intention to 
transfer him to the United States. 


STRANGE ERUPTIONS 
APPEAR ON THE SUN

Chicago, March 28.-—-Strange erup- 
tions have appeared on the sun, ac- 
cording to a statement today by Pro- 
fessor Edwin B. Frost, director of 
Yerkes’ observatory at Williams Bay, 
Wis. 

“The eruptions, which shoot from the 
surface of the sun like skyrockets,” 
said Professor Frost, “are easily vis- 
ible at the edge of the disc. One of 
them shot out to a length of 150,000 
miles, as near as we could estimate. It 
then detached itself from the main 
body and sped through space, a mass 
of lumious gas not dissimilar to a 
comet. Before it disappeared it had 
reached a distance from the sun of 
about 250,000 miles. The eruptions are 
probably caused by the release of 
pressure on some particular spot of 
the sun” 

Professor Frost said the sun dis- 
turbances probably accounted for bril- 
liant auroral displays which have. been 
seen in Chicago and vicinity recently.

Washington, March 28.—On a Dig 
black dog may depend the decision as 
to whether or not any of the negro 
soldiers, discharged as a result of the 
famous shooting-up of Brownsville, 
Texas, are to be allowed to re-enlist 
in the army of the United States. Such 
a dog is said to have bounded along 
ahead of the raiders who went on 
their death-dealing mission on August 
13, 1906. 

This obscure bit of testimony was 
brought to the fore today at the sitting 
of the miltary court of inquiry created 
by law to determine if any of the dis- 
charged soldiers should be permitted 
to re-enlist. Captain Charles R. How- 
land, recorder of the court, asserted 
that this dog belonged to Company B, 
of the Twenty-fifth regiment, and 
scampered along ahead the raiders, as 
he said, with whom it came in daily 
contact. 

Negroes Shot-Up Town. 

For four hours Captain Howland ad- 
dressed the court tn summarizing the 
testimony of the Brownsville affray. 
The tenor of the recorder's address 
throughout the day was that the dis- 
charged soldiers shot-up the town. His 
Story of the dog was only one of the 
points marshalled by the army officer 
in support of his contention that the 
soldiers were guilty of the crime that 
has been laid at the door of citizens 
of the town.

Apparently, it is to be the policy of the state railroad com- 
mission to permit public service corporations to distribute as a 
bonus to stockholders whatever surplus they are able to accumulate 
from charges made to the public, and then tax the public again 
when they come to make improvements demanded in the interest 
of expanded public service. 

The decision of the railroad commission permitting the Atlanta 
& West Point Railroad Company to issue $1,232,200 of stock worth 
approximately $160 per share, to take up an equivalent amount of 
debentures worth $200, or par, means that or it means nothing. And 
these debentures were themselves a gratuitous distribution to the 
stockholders. 

In other words, the stockholders are to be given, for a total of 
$1,232,200, stock whose aggregate market value is $1,971,520—a 
gratuitous distribution again among them of $793,320, or there- 
abouts—over and above regular dividends. 

The railroad company is permitted to give away its accumula- 
tions of $739,320 in the face of the fact that it is stated by its

Sultan Mahomet, through his ambas- 
sadors, is sounding the foreign powers 
with regard to a project of own, 
for the settlement of the tiresome con- 
troversy in connection with the island 
cf Crete. He proposes to transform the 
latter into a principality. on identically 
the same lines as the island of Samos, 
and to appoint Aristidis Pasha, scion 
of one of the oldest Greek families of 
Constantinople, as first prince, pledging 
the porte that the dignitary appointed 
to the governorship of Crete, with the 
title of prince, should always be a 
Greek and Christian subject of Turkey, 
and that the Cretans should enjoy the 
same amount of home rule and of 
autonomy, as the pecple of Samos. This 
seems a very sensible arrangeiment. It 
is meeting with a good deal of favor 
on the part of the powers, and possibly 
the whole question may be settled on 
this basis, unless the arrival in Greek 
waters of the new crulser, “Georges 
Averoff,” purchased by the Athens gov- 
ernment at Leghorn, results in patri- 
otic manifestations which develop into 
clamors for the annexation of Crete by 
Greece, even at the cost of war with 
Turkey. Greek patriotism is of a very 
extravagant, hot-headed character, and 
once the Greeks are set gO0ing in this 
direction, there is no knowing where 
matters will end.

Reverses Lower Court. 

Judge Pendleton issued an order de- 
nying the restraining order prayed for 
by the petitioners, and granting the 
injunction asked for in the cross-bill | 
of the defendants. It was this ruling! 
of Judge Pendleton that was reversed | 
by the decision of the supreme court 
of Georgia yesterday. 

The decision is tmportant from a cor- 
poration standpoint, as it fixes the 
status of corporate rights conferred by 
the secretary of state, the judges of 
superior courts, and all other sources 
than the legislature itself. 

The supreme court decides that such 
officials are merely ministerial offi- 
cers, Without any legislative authority, 
and that the rights of incorporators 
under charters conferred by such au- 
thority cannot be greater in any re- 
spect than the rights conferred by the 
generai iaws of the state. 

The decision particularly 
the fact that incorporators seeking to 
exercise powers and privileges under | 
charters granted by sources other than | 
the legislature itself are without legal 
power to exercise any other rights or 
privileges than are expressly conferred 
by the general law, and that any 
rights derived from charters granted 
by the general law are absolutely void, 
in so far as they may exceed the pro- 
Visions of the general law.

As both Georgia senators, A. 35. 
and A. Bacon, are warm, 
friends of Colonel Tate, and as he has 
many. other friends in that body made 
by him during his twelve years as a 
member of the lower house, there can 
be no question as to a confirmation. 

District Attorney Tate's appointment 
was for four years, and expired in 
December last, but he was continued in 
office after the expiration of his term 
awaiting the action of President Taft 
in nominating a successor. For some 
reason the reappointment of Colonel 
Tate was fought, and there were a 
number of applicants for the position. 
Upon what grounds Colonel Tate was 
being opposed was never really Known 
here, but the fight against him resuit- 
ed in a long, tedious and thorough in- 
vestigation of the office by a special 
representative from the department of 
justice, Mr. Ramsey. During that in- 
vestigation it was ‘currently reported 
that charges had been preferred 
against Coionmel] Tate, but the nature of 
those charges and by whom they were 
made never developed at this end of 
the line. 

Returning to Washington, Investiga- 
tor Ramsey made a complete and ex- 
haustive report upon the conditions ob- 
taining 1n the office here. which were 
filed with the department last week. 
Two weeks ago District Attorney Tate 
went to Washington and had a con- 
ference with the president. During his 
sojourn in that city he was given the 
warm support not only of the Georgia 
senators, but of senators from other 
states who had known him when he 
was in Washington as representative. 
For the past few days it has been 
pretty well conceded in Atlanta that 
Colonel Tate would be reappointed. 

For twelve years Colonel Tate repre- 
sented the ninth congressional district 
in congress, and was one of the active, 
industrious workers in that body. He 
was a member of a number of the lead- 
ing committees about four vears ago.

The Racing Car in Action. 

“Few people realize the strain that 
is placed upon a racing car. There 
are many machines which 
driven across the continent and back 
successfully, yet could not possibly 
endure the racking that a road race 
of several hundred miles would give.

Once obtainable they were eagerly 
taken by the American automobile 
manufacturers for use, not only in 
racers, but in all cars Thie was an 
in-sportant stride in the direction of 
making American cars as good as any 
cars made in the world. Do not for- 
get then, Mr. Motorist, as you~ pack 
the luncheon hamper in your tonneau, 
and set out for the Vanderbilt cup, 
that that same cup has helped. to 
make your own car what it is—a car 
({ hope which will not only take you 
out, but bring you safely home again; 
a car with stout axles, gentle springs, 
a tough yet supple frame, and strong 
young gears, which find their work so 
easy that, instead of groaning over it, 
they sing! 

“As with the car, so with the tire. 
Four tubes of vegetable compound 
supporting a great mass of metal are 
bound to wear and puncture. Tough- 
ness and ease of replacement. are, 
therefore, desirable in touring and 
necessities in racing. In the early 
days of motor racing a tire change 
meant @ most serious delay. is not ac- 
tial defeat. Replacement was accom- 
plished by brute force, as many men 
vorking as could be crowded around 
the machine. The old shoe was hacked 
off with knives, the new one jamed on 
by all the hands that could be applied 
to it. Then it was pumped up, labori- 
ously. Thig operation being obviously 
imbecile, brains were set to work. One 
result was the compressed air bottle 
fo- inflating tires; another the detach- 
able rim; a thirgd the demountable rim 
and ready inflated tire which may be 
changed by one man in less than a 
minute. Likewise the steel-studded 
nonskid tire was originally a racing 
develoment, All of the devices, pro- 
duced and proved through racing, have 
become the heritage of the average 
motorist, saving hig money, his temper 
and his time.”

AUTHORITY GIVEN 
FOR STOCK ISSUE 


Atlanta and West Point 


Permitted to Issue 
$1,232,200. 


Under the terms of an order passed 
yesterday the railroad commfssion au- 
thorized the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad to issue $1,232,200 of addi- 
tional stock for the purpose of retiring 
a similar amount of debentures which 
have been outstanding since 1881, and 
which bear interest at the rate of 6 
per cent, 

In its petition the road asked that it 
e@ allowed to issue $1,267,800 of addi- 
tional stock, or $35,600 in excess of the 
indebtedness which it proposes to liqui- 
date. The commission declined to allow 
the issue of the surplus stock on the 
ground that under the facts shown the 
commission had no authority to sanc- 
tion any sum not necessary to pay off 
the debts mentioned, 

Exchanged at Par. 
ge part of the outstanding de- 
bentures are held by stockholders of 
the railroad company, and under the 
ruling of the commission the stock may 
be exchanged at par for an equal 
amount of debentures. 

In passing on the case the commis- 
sion pauses long enough to state that 
the stock te be issued is not “a bonus, 
nor is it a ‘melon cutting,’ to ‘use a 
vernacular term. The ‘melon’ was 
cut in 1881, when the certificates were 
originally issued, and it is now rather 
late to replace it on the vine.” 

The commission also expresses grave 
doubts of the legality of the issue in 
1881, but points out that it is recog- 
nized by the railroad company as legal! 
and binding, and to that end will allow 
the company to issue the stock for the 
purpose of dischargimg the obNgation. 


CHINESE BARRED

Dalton People Were Trying to 
Get Them Out of Burn- 
ing Building: 


Dalton, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)— 
As a result of terror from what they 
judged to be a mob, several] Chinamen 
came near being burned to death in a 
fire here. The Chinamen fought off 
their would-be rescuers and barred the 
door, keeping out the firemen for a 
time, the building in which they were 
“besieged” being literally a roaring 
furnace cf flames. 

The lower floor of the building, 
which was the property of L H. Craw- 
ford, was occupied by a Chinese laun- 
dry.

Between 
Mars and Jupiter there is a swarm of 
little worlds, known as asteroids, not 
less than 650 in number. 

The first four planets named are 
small. The other four are large. Those 
nearest the sun travel most swiftly; 
those farthest the most slowly. Mer- 
cury is seldom seen, because so close 
to the sun as usually to be lost in its 
bright rays. Venus is the brightest 
star in the heavens, and the nearest 
to the earth. Mars is the world sus- 
pected of being inhabited, because of 
its ‘“‘canals.”’ Jupiter is our largest 
planet. Saturn is the wonderful world 
girdled with rings. Uranus and Nep- 
tune are not seen except with the 
telescope. These planets shine only 
with the sun's reflected light. All 
other stars are suns. 

The planets travel not perfect cir- 
cles, but ellipses, a little longer one 
way than the other; and, not in the 
center, but at one of the two foci of 
each ellipse, nearer one than the other, 
the sun is found. A _ pertodical comet 
also travels an ellipse,. but much more 
flattened or eccentric, so that its path 
may run nearer’ the sun in one direc- 
tion, and farther back into space in 
the other, than that of any planet.

coast of Newfoundland, so the comet 
steers to one side and runs no risk of 
collision. 

And now the comet is in sight. By 
March 11 it is due to cross the path 
of the earth. It dashes across the or- 
bit of Venus about. April 1, and on 
April 19, is a “perihelion,” its nearest 
to the sun, swinging about that body 
at a distance of 66,000,000 miles tiere- 
from, and moving at top speed. 

Now begins its retreat back into 
space. About May 10 it is again 
crossing Venus’ path, and the 26th of 
May the earth's. Mars’ orbit is re- 
crossed about the seventh of July, and 
Jupiter’s a year later. The oomet will 
then be regarded as past history, for 
it will have gone from view, both 
telescope and camera failing to -re- 
port anything further. But so exact 
are the operations of 
that, on any day and at any hour, a 
skilled astronomer can tell just where 
the comet is, how fast it is going, 
and how near it is to the sun or the 
nearest planet. 

We have spoken of the comet as 
twice crossing the earth's path. It 
is manifest that the earth and comet 
might happen to meet at one of these 
crossing points. Hence a collision, do 
you say? We will 
later article. But, according to the 
calculation followed above, the earth 
was at the first crossing about Octo- 
ber 20, 1909, and will be at the sec- 
ond about May 1, 1910. As the comet 
will be at those same points on March 
point to the earth's path, and the two 
bodies miss each other by a wide mar- 
gin. About the first of May the com- 
et is expected to reach the nearest 
point to the earth's tpath, and the two 
bodies will, for two or three weeks, 
be near each other.
